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During the period of thirty-three years there were recorded, in Rhode 
Island, 177,076 births, of which number 6,691 were still-born, and 
170,385 were living children. 

During the same period there were recorded 70,624 marriages, or 
141,248 persons married, and 120,985 deaths. 

These results show that in every 26.6 births there was one still-born 
child, or that in every 1,000 births there were 37.6 still-born and 962.4 
living children. 

The same results also show that the ratio of whole number of living 
births to the whole number of persons married, and to the whole num- 
ber of decedents, each during the same period, were as follows :

For every 100 living births there were 80 71 

It will be seen, by Table XIII, that there was, during 1886, a very 
unusual increase in the number of births, marriages and deaths over 
those of the previous year. The proportion of each number to the 
population was also considerably larger than the proportionate increase 
of population during the same period. The increase in the number 
of births was 8.4 per cent.; the increase in the number of marriages, 
10.5 per cent.; and the increase in the number of deaths was 8.5 per 
cent; while the increase of population was probably about 2.0 per 
cent.

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It was remarked^ on a previous page, that the Dumber of births, 
marriages and deaths in Rhode Island, in 1886, was, in each class of 
events, a large increase over the previous year. This statement was 
true, with the exception of marriages in Newport, not only for the 
whole State, but of each of the counties. In the different towns, 
however, there were the usual differences of increase and decrease. 
In East Greenwich there was a decrease of about 33 per cent, in the 
number of births and of deaths, with a small increase in the number 
of marriages. In Jamestown the decrease of deaths was 50 per cent. 
The smaller the population of any town or division, the larger will be 
the percentage of any increased or decreased number, of one year as 
against another, of either of the events alluded to. 

Table XIV will show the varying numbers, during each of the last 
four years.

Some of the curious disproportions and irregularities of vital sta- 
tistics, comparing one town with another, may be found in the two 
last preceding Tables. 

In the birth list, on the preceding page, it will be found that the 
town of Portsmouth had the smallest proportion, that is, 10.6 births 
in every 1,000 of the population, followed by Foster with 14.4 per 
1000, Little Compton and Exeter with 15.2 per 1,000 of population. 

In the same list it will be found that the towns having the largest 
proportion are Lincoln, Cumberland and Newport, in the order named, 
running from 30.0 births per 1,000 of population to 29.3 per 1,000. 
As a rule the proportions were considerably larger than in the previous 
year.

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No method can be devised to show by a comparative exhibit more 
definitely and concisely the different proportions, to the whole civil 
population, of the social and vital movements of the people, than is 
presented in Table XVIII, on the preceding pages. 

The statistics are from reliable sources (see preface), and comprise 
the rates of vital changes in five of the New England States, and in 
nearly all the different governments in Europe. 

An inspection of the Table will show the great disparity between 
the birth rates of American and European Stales. Of all the popu- 
lations of Europe, those of Ireland and France only have had birth 
rates approximating those of the American States. 

The highest birth rates are found in Hungary, 45.3 per 1,000 of 
population in 1883, and 46.0 per 1,000 in 1884. (It is stated, in a 
report prepared by the Bureau of Statistics of the government of 
Italy, that the average birth rate of Russia, for a series of years, was 
49.4 per 1,000.) 

A high birth rate necessarily carries with it a high death rate. 
Consecjuently it will be found that the death rate of Hungary is cor- 
respondingly high, that is, an average of 34 per 1,000, during 1881- 
1884. 

The average excess of births over deaths, m Hungary, has been 
considerably less, during a series of years, than in England and Wales, 
and in some other European States. 

The facts presented in the Table need not be further presented at 
this time, but they are full of interest, and will repay a long exami- 
nation. 
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It will be observed with what regularity the preponderance of male 
births has con tinned, from year to year, during the whole period of 
registration. The rule, however, is not limited to Rhode Island, it 
being almost universal in civilized countries.

The large excess of male births in Bristol county is not unusual, it 
having maintained a ])roportion about as large in nearly one-half of 
all the years of registration, the preponderance of female births in 
any year seldom occurring. 

The disparity in Kent county is quite noticeable; so large an excess 
of females over the males, born in any one year in that county, is un- 
precedented on the records, and but one instance has occurred in the 
State, during the whole period of registration, in which the differ- 
ence of pro})ortion was so great, that is, in Washington county, in 
1878, the proportion then standing at 78.8 males to 100 fen;iales. 

On the contrary, Washington county, in 1886, shows the largest 
excess of male births over the female of any division of the Stat€. 

The proportion in the whole State has varied very little during the 
hvst three years.

An examination of that Table will show that the largest number of 
births in any one month was in the month of August, and the largest 
number, in any quarter of the year, was in the fourth quarter. 

This last circumstance is in accordance with the rule of all the years 
of registration. The last quarter has almost invariably given the largest 
number of births.

PLURALITY BIRTHS. 



The general statistics in relation to plural births, in Rhode Island, 
may be fouiul on page G, in Table III. 

Tliere were ninety-five cases during the year, all of which were twins 
with the exception of one case of trii)lets, and making the number of 
one hundred and ninetv-one children. 

Of the 101 children of plural birtli, 81) were males, and 102 were 
females. 

The cases occurred in the different divisions of the State as follows: 
Bristol county, 0; Kent county, 4; Newport county towns, 3; Newpoi't 
city, 10; Providence county towns, 31; Providence city, 44; Washing- 
ton county, 3. 

The following exhibit will show the parentage of children of plu- 
rality birth in Rhode Island, in 1886, and number of each: 
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Of the whole number of cases of child-birth (175,170) during the 
thirty-three years, one in 95.1 produced twins, one in 8,768 produced 
triplets, and one in 175,170 produced quadruplets. 

Of the whole number of children born, during the same period 
(177,076), ascertained from the reports, one in every 47.6 was a twin, 
and one in every 2,958 was a triplet. 

Of the 1884 cases of plurality births which have occurred in the 
State during the last thirty-three years, there were 792 cases in which 
both parents were Americans; 890 cases in which both parents were 
foreign; 194 cases in which the parentage was mixed, that is, one 
American and one foreign parent; and 8 in which the parentage was 
not stated. 

The whole number of children born in plurality cases, during the 
thirty-three years, was 3,790, of whom 1,899 were males, and 1,887 
were females; the sex of the remaining four was not given. 

STILL-BORN. 

The whole number of still-born children reported in Rhode Island, 
for the year 1886, was 293; this number is 22 more than for the year 
1885.

This is quite true, although, as may be noticed in the Table above, 
the report from Kent county gives only the allegations, assumed or 
known (one only in each case), which were the grounds upon which 
the decrees were granted. 

There were, during the year 1886, three hundred and thirty-six 
(336) applications for divorce, and the whole number of causes alkged 
was six hnndred and fifty-eight (658), There were, therefore, an 
averufre of about two causes alleged in each application. That average 
is not far from the rule of many years. 

The causes alleged why divorce should be granted, in the applica- 
tions during 1886, were 74 more in number than in 1885, hut as the 
number of applications was larger, the average proportion of causes 
to each aj>plication remained the same.

The average of the last two years was one divorce to every ten and 
eight-tenths marriages. 

The large ratio of divorce to marriage, in Washington county (one 
to every seven and three-tenths), has never been exceeded, and only 
equalled once (in Kent county in 1881) during the whole period of 
registration.

The average age of all decedents, of both sexes, in the same year, 
was 34.01 years. 

The average age of all the decedents in the State, in 1886, was about 
seven months less than the average in 1885.

The avor.ige annual proportion of deaths in the whole Stiite, reported 
with cause unknown during the first ten of the above twenty-four 
years, that is, from 1S03 to 187v\ inclusive, was one in every 14.8; or 
G7.0 in every one thousand decedents. 

The avenige annual projjortion of the same for the last three years 
was one in every lOlKl, or less than 9.2 in every one thousand dece- 
dents, showing great improvement in the complete tilling out of the 
returns. 
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As in all previous years, consamption lea'ls as the most important 
cause of death. The percentage of increase over 1885, however, taking 
into account all causes of death in 1886, was less from consumption 
than the percentage of general increase. 

Other diseases of the lungs, principally pneumonia and bronchitis, 
produce a mortality three-fourths as large as consumption, and all 
forms of diseases of the lungs taken together were a cause of more 
than one (piarter of the whole mortality in 1886. 

The increase of mortality from cholera infantum is quite notic<*- 
able, as will be seen in the above Table, and the same may be said of 
diphtheria. 

Bronchitis and diseases of the kidneys are, for the first time in any 
year, admitted as having a place among the thirteen leading causes of 
death.

It will be Doticvd that, although the iIvaLhs from consumption in 
IS86 wen! Iom iu proiKirtion lo the denths from all otbrr CHiitfM than 
in I8fl5, the rutin of deaths lo population from that cuusr. in 1686, 
waa slightly hirger Ihiui in 1885. 
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The subject of consumption as a cause of death, and in various re- 
lations, was presented at considerable length in the Thirty-Third 
Uegistration Eeport, and inchided the statistics of twenty-five years 
previous to 1885. These statistics, compiled with a large amount of 
labor, present many facts of interest, to which the reader desirous of 
further investigation of this the most universal and fatal of all dis- 
eases is respectfully referred. 

CROUP. 

There were 90 decedents from croup, in Ehode Island, in 1886. 
There were 94 in 1885, 80 in 1884, 71 in 1883, 77 in 1882, and 101 in 
1881. 

Sexc, — Of the 90 decedents from croup, in 1886, there were 45 males 
and 45 females, a proportion of 100 males to each 100 females, which 
is not in accordance with the rule of twenty-five years, in which there 
has been a preponderance of males. 

Parentage, — There were 39 decedents of American parentage, and 
51 of foreign parentage.

No deaths from diarrhoea, and but one from dysentery, reported from 
Newport county.

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Suggestions concerning physicians' certificates of death. 

It should be the endeavor to specify the causes of death as definitely 
and correctly as possible. It is not unusual to find a return of death 
with the physician's certificate naming the cause of death ** Paraly- 
sis," *' Paraplegia," **Fit8," ^^Convulsions," "Dropsy," &c., which 
are merely secondary or consecutive causes, simply symptoms only, or 
results of some organic lesion or pathologii*,al derangement. Some- 
times the alleged cause is really the final cause, as in a case of ter- 
mination of life by paralysis, but the cause given as paralysis is not 
the determining cause. Apoplexy, or some lesion of the nervous 
centres, must be the original and determining cause of paralysis, 
paraplegia, hemiplegia, &c., and the determining cause should be 
stated as the primary in the return or certificate. 

Convulsions are the symptoms or results of some antece- 
dent or concurrent disease. They follow meningitis and other 
structural lesions of the nervous centres: they also occur from reflex 
derangement or disturbance of the nervous centres, as in children, 
from intestinal irritation, or from inflammation, as in gastritis, enter- 
itis, nephritis, &c. In such cases they may be contributory to death, 
and perhaps, in rare instances, a final cause, by inducing or taking 
the form of tonic or tetanic spasm. But as contributory, or as a final 
cause, they are simply concomitant. They should find place Jis sec- 
ondary causes only in certificates of death. 

''Fits" is too unmeaning a term to be used in any case. 

The word in a medical sense literally means an attack, an occurrence, 
or succession of attacks of some physical or mental disturbance, as 
**fits of sickness," *'fits of melancholy, &c.," and is not properly 
used as synonymous with convulsions from any cause. It would be 
just as sensible to attribute a death to an ** occurrence " or an " attack " 
as a cause, as to ** fits," without other qualifications. 

''Dropsy" and "Ascites" have been allowed to stand as 

determining causes of death because of extended use, and because of 
the obscurity with which their causes in rare instances are involved. 
We can scarcely conceive of a dropsical accumulation without antece- 
dent organic or functional disorder, derangement of the absorbent or 
secretory system, or depravation of the blood. They are left in the 
tabular list with not a little reluctance. Paralysis is also left in the 
tabular list for a like reason, and with the same doubt of propriety. 

It may be suggested that it is sometimes ditficult. and occasion- 
ally impossible, to ascertain positively the chief or leading cause of 
death. The j)hysician last in attendance may find several functional 
or structural diseases, the morbid conditions multiple and complex, 
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1 not only the initial rlernDfreinoat. bnt the aacceuion of morbid 
iGtvaM, proximaU. conaeoutiTi>KDd ultimulc, incxtricaitlj «nt«ngl«ia 
I mnd lust to dixoAvery.

SYNOPSIS OF THE LAW OF MARRIAGE. 



CHAPTER 1C3, PUBLIC STATUTES. 

Sections 1, 2 and 3 show what kindred persons cannot marry, and declare 
marriages within prohibited degrees null and void. 

Section 4 makes an exception in favor of Jews, within the degrees of affinity 
or consanguinity allowed by their religion. 

Section 5 declares the marriage of persons having a husband or wife living, 
and of idiots and of lunatics, absolutely void.

riage is solemnized, the certificate required in section nine. 



CHAPTER 167. 

OF DIVORCE. 

Section 1. Divorces from the bond of marriage shall be decreed in case of 
any marriage originally void or voidable by law, and in case either party is for 
crime deemed to be or treated as if civilly dead, or, from absence or other cir- 
cumstances, may be presumed to be naturally dead. 

Skc. 2. Divorces shall be decreed for impotency, adultery, extreme cruelly, 
wilful desertion for five years of either of the parties, or for such desertion for a 
shorter period of time in the discretion of the court, for continued drunkenness, 
for neglect or refusal on the part of the husband, being of sufficient ability, to 
provide necessaries for the subsistence of his wife ; and for any other gross mis- 
behavior and wickedness in either of the parties, repugnant to and in violation 
of the marriage covenant. 

Sec. 3. Whenever it shall appear that the absence, adultery, cruelty, deser- 
tion or other cause of complaint, as aforesaid, was committed or occasioned by 
the collusion of the parties, and done and contrived with an intention to procure 
a divorce, in such case no divorce shall be decreed. 

Sec 4. Whenever a divorce shall be had for the causes of affinity, consan- 
guinity, impotency, idiocy, lunacy, or crime of either of the parties, the wife shall 
have restored to her all her lands, tenements and hereditaments ; and a judgment 
may be passed for a restoration to her of all or such part of the personal estate 
specifically, or the value thereof, which has come to the husband's hands by virtue 
of the marriage, as the court from the circumstances of the case shall deem 
equitable. 

Whenever the divorce shall be occasioned by adultery, or other of the 
causes aforesaid, done or committed on the part of the wife, the husband shall

therein for the period of one year, next before the preferring of such petition. 

8ec. 16. All such petitions shall be filed, heard, and tried in the county in 
which the petitioner shall reside. 

8fx. 17. The said court may, by general rule or otherwise,* prescribe the notice 
to be given, within or without the state, on such petitions, and may issue such 
process as may be necessary to carry into effect all powers conferred upon them 
in relation to the same. 

Sections 18, 19 and 20 contain provisions in relation to citations to adverse 
party residing without the state, or in parts unknown. 

Sec. 21. Whenever any citation, issued under the provisions of this chapter, 
shall be served by a disinterested person, such person shall return the same, hav- 
ing made oath thereon of the place where, the time when, and the manner in 
which he shall have made service of the said citations. 

Skction 22 provides for giving and ensuring proper and sufficient notice to the 
adverse parly. 

Sec. 23. The said court is empowered to regulate the custody, and provide 
for the education, maintenance and support of the children of all persons by 
them divorced or petitioning for a divorce, and of all persons to whom a separate 
maintenance may be granted, or who may petition for the same ; to make such 
allowance to the wife, out of the estate of her husband, for the purpose of en- 
abling her to prosecute or defend against any such petition for divorce or separate 
maintenance, in case she has no property of her own available for such purpose, 
as they may think reasonable and proper ; and to make all necessary orders and 
decrees concerning the same, and the same at any time to alter, amend and annul 
for sufiicient cause, after notice to the parties interested therein. 

Sec. 24. The said court may authorize a married woman to whom a divorce 
from the bond of marriage is decreed to change her name, with the same rights 
and liabilities as if her name had not been changed. 

Sec 25. After the filiuu and during the pendency of any petition under this 
chapter, the supreme court may, as in equity, make such interlocutory decrees, 
or grant such temporary injunctions as may be necessary, until a hearing can be 
had before the court.

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During the period of thirty-four years there were recorded, in 
Rhode Island, 184,744 births, of which number 7,392 were still-born, 
and 177,777 were living children. 

During the same period there were recorded 73,463 marriages, or 
146,926 persons married, and 127,325 deaths. 

These results show that in every 25.1 births there was one still-born 
child, or that in every 1,000 births there were about 40 still-born and 
960 living children. 

The same results also show that the ratio of whole number of living 
births to the whole number of persons married, and to the whole num- 
ber of decedents, each during the same period, were as follows :

The increase in the number of births during 1887, as compared 
with the preceding year, was quite small, 47 only; the increase dur- 
ing 1886 was 593; the number of marriages was 89 larger than in 
the preceding year, as against an increase of 262 during 1886 over 
the year 1885 ; the incretwe in the number of deaths over the pre- 
ceding year was 491, a larger increiise than recorded in any one year 
over the preceding, during the whole period of registration in Rhode 
Island.

DEATHS. Proportion to Population, 

The town having the largest death-rate in 1887 was Foster, with 
23.7 in every 1,000 of population. In that town, with so large a 
death-rate in 1887, a death-rate unprecedented there, not a single 
deafh wiis caused by any zymotic or contagious disease, one case of 
typhoid fever alone excepted. 

The towns following in the order of the largest death-rate are Woon- 
socket, Johnston and Lincoln, with the proportions of 23.4, 23.1 and 
23.0, resi)ectively, in every 1000 of population. 

The death-rate was smallest in the town of Portsmouth, with 8.5 
in every 1000 ; in the town of AV'cst Greenwich, with 10.6 ; and Smith- 
field, with 10.8 in every 1000.

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An examination of Table XVI will show the continued usual pre- 
ponderance in the births of males. This disproportion^ however, 
lessens as the two sexes approach adult life, where they are about 
equal in number. More male children die under five years of age 
than female. This peculiar susceptibility of male children to mor- 
tality from infantile diseases is too well known to need further illus- 
tration.

Bristol county has the usual preponderance of male births. Kent 
county also shows so large an excess of male births over female as to 
be noticeable. Here the difference is more than 20 per cent, between 
the two sexes. In 1K86 this disparity was on the side of the female 
sex, about 20 i)er cent, more females than males being born that year. 
This was unprecedented. But in 1887, curiously enough, the larger 
number of males born balances the two accounts, and the disparity 
disappears. 

Washington county, in 1886, had the greatest number of male births 
of any division. In 1887 the general average is regained. 

In the city of Pawtucket the births of each sex were equal. This 
circumstance is very remarkable in so large a population. It was 
true, however, in the case of Newport county in 1870. In small 
towns it is more frequent. 

Jfc will also be observed that for the whole State, in 1887, there was 
a slight increase of uiale b'\rl\\a o\(iT l^\x\\3\^\i\\\>Ci'«^. '^Xm^ \t<^^Qttion 
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of 1881 was readied, there havinp^ been a slight falling off in this 
resjiect since that year. Another fact, well to note, is that where in 
one division of the State a large excess in the birth of one sex is 
noticed, this disparity is corrected by a proportionate excess of births 
of the op|K)sito sex in another part of the State; so that the numer- 
ical pro|>ortion between the two sexes is thus maintained.

The above Table gives the percentages of increase in the number 
of births of both foreign and mixed parentage. The same story is 
told here as in Tables XXI and XXII, a gradual falling off in the 
birth of children of purely American parentage. There are more 
foreign mothers married to American fathers than American born 
mothers intermarrying with fathers of foreign parentage. For a 
fuller discussion of this subject^ see the last two Reports upon the 
Registration of births, marriages and deaths in Rhode Island. It 
may be added^ however^ that the following are some of the results 
arrived at : 

For every 1,000 married women of all nativities there were 18.2 
births; for every 1,000 in the class of American birth (whether of 
foreign parentage or not) there were in that class 15.1 births; and 
for every 1,000 in the class of foreign born there were 23.3 births. 

Of the American married females, 998 were colored. 

BIRTHS OF COLORED CHILDRBN. 

The number of births of children of colored parentage reported for 
the year 1887 is 211. The number is 1 less than that of 1886. 

In regard to sex, the numbers and proportions were as follows, viz : 
Males 111, females 100 ; or 52.6 males and 47.4 females in every 100 
births ; or 111 males to each 100 females.

The parentage given is of native born and foreign born, that in, 
mothers born in the United States of foreign born parents are reck- 
oned as of American parentage. 

Seven, or nearly one-seventh of the illegitimates, were born of pau- 
per or criminal mothers, in public, charitable or penal institutions.

DIVORCES, 1887. 



According to the returns made to the Secretary of the State Board 
of Health, by the clerks of the Supreme Conrrs of the different counties 
in Rhode Island, the number of applications for divorce, during 1887, 
was three hundred and twenty-two (322). 

The number of divorces granted, during 1887.. was two hundred and 
forty-eight (248). 

There were fourteen less applications, during 1887, than during the 
preceding year, and the number of divorces granted was nine less. 

Divorces are decreed for the following seven statute causes, viz.: 

1. Adultery. 

2. Extreme cruelty. 

3. Wilful desertion for five years of either of the parties, or for a 
shorter perio<l, in the discretion of the court. 

4. Continued drunkenness. 

5. Neglect or refusal to provide necessaries (having ability) for the 
subsistence of a wife. 

6. Gross misbehavior and wickedness other than aforesaid. 

7. Impotency. 

Divorces are also decreed, in the discretion of the court, for ascer- 
tained affinity, consanguinity, idiocy, insanity, penitentiary crimes, 
>^tid illegal marriage.

During the last fifteen years the proportion of decrees of divorce, 
to whole nnmber of applications, was 78.7 per cent. Daring 1888 it 
was 80 per cent., during 1884 it was 83.0 per cent., during 1885 it 
was 78.5 per cent., during 1886 it was 76.5 per cent., and during 1887 
it was 77 per cent. 

The proportion of divorces granted, in 1887, to the whole number 
of nuurriages during the same year, was one divorce to every eleven and 
four-tenths marriages. 

The proportion of applications for divorce to whole number of mar- 
riages, during the year, was one application to every eight and eight- 
tenths marriages.

The ratio of divorces granted in the entire State, during 1887, to 
the whole niimher of marriages during the same year, was one divorce 
to every eleven and four-tenths marriages, as previously stated. 

During the ten y^iirs 1869 to 1878, inclusive, the ratio of divorce to 
number of marriages wtis one divorce to every thirteen ; during the six 
years 1879 to 1884, inclusive, the ratio was one divorce to every nine 
and nine-tenths marriages. 

The average of the last three years was one divorce to every elevea 
marriages. 

The small proportion of only one case of divorce granted in Bristol 
county, in 1887, to every seventy-five marriages, is unprecedented in 
the State within the last twenty years. It contrasts strongly with 
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WMhington connty, with one divorce to every seven and nine-tenths 
marriages ; and Kent county, with one divorce to every eight mar- 
riageSy in the same year.

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DEATHS, 1887. 



The number of deaths registered in Rhode Island, during 1887» ac- 
cording to the returns made to the State Registrar, was six thousand, 
three hundred and forty (6,340). 

This number is larger by 491 than that of the year 1886, and an 
increase of 951 over that of 1885. It is the largest ever recorded in 
the SUte. 

The death rate (nineteen and nine-tenths in every 1,000 living per- 
sons) was about one and one- tenth in excess of that of the previous 
year, and about two and two-tenths in excess of the census year, 
1885. 

The following summary will show the death rates per 1,000 for each 
of the last six census years, in comparison with that of 1887 :

In 1887 the proportions vary somewhat from those of the average 
of thirty-one years. The first and hist quarters are smaller, the tirst 
by about six-tenths {>er cent., and the last by one and six-tenths ]H'r 
cent. The second and third quarters, on the other hand, are larger 
bv from one to one and two-tenths per cent. The mortalitv of 1S8C 
shows a larger per cent, in the tirst quarter of the year, and a smaller 
in the last; about two per cent, in both directions. 
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PARENTAOR OP DECEDENTS. 

The number of decedenU, in 1887, of the two goncnil classes of 
parentage, that is, American and foreign, may be found in Table I, 
on pages 2 and 3. 

Of the whole number of decedents, 6,340, rei>orted in 1887, 2,926 
were of American, and 3,414 were of foreign parentage. 

By the term ''foreign parentage** is meant the decedents whose 
fathers were born in some other country and not in the Tuited States. 
The grandchildren of foreign born grandfathers are reckoned as of 
American parentage, if their fathers were born in the United Staten. 

The following six towns reported a larger numl>er of decedents of 
foreign parentage than of American : Warwick, Cumberland, Lincoln, 
Pawtucket, Woonsocket, and Providence city; also the State Institu- 
tions in Cranston.

It has been elsewhere observed that the natural result of a lessened 
proportion of deaths in the earlier periods of life would be a larger 
proportion of living persons in the later periods, and consequently an 
increased death rate, because of the larger proportional number liable 
to disease and other causes of death.

The average annual proportion of deaths in the whole State, reported 
with cause unknown during the first ten of the above twenty-four years, 
that is, from 1863 to 1872, inclusive, was one in every 14.8; or 67.6 
in every one thousand decedents. 

The average annual proportion of the same for the last four years 
was one in every 132.8, or less than 7.5 in every one thousand dece- 
dents, showing great improvement in the complete filling oat of the 
returns. 
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The decrease in the number of decedents from coDsnmptioD, 116, 
from the previous year, is quite unprecedented. The whole number 
is smaller than in any year since 1881, and this smaller number not- 
withstanding the regular increase of population. 

Consumption is a disease conspicuously uniform in its regular pro- 
portion of mortality to the whole number of deaths, and to popula- 
tion. It seldom goes backward in the annual number of its victims, 
while the population goes forward. 

Bronchitis, as a cause of death, was scarcely more prominent than 
in the previous two years, the decedents having been respectively, for 
the three years, 168, 174, 176. 

Pneumonia had seven decedents only in excess of 1886 ; and thir- 
teen only in excess of 1885. The decedents from disease^t of the 
respiratory organs, in 1887, numbered 1,374, and composed about 21 
per cent, of the whole mortality ; whereas in 1886 they composed 
more than 25 per cent, of the whole mortality for that year. 

It will be seen, by the following Table, that malarial fevers have 
been given a separate representation in the lists of fatal diseases. The 
increased number of decedents from malarial diseases for the last three 
or four years, warrants separate notice and consideration. Malarial 
fevers have been heretofore included with other fevers, and classed as 
Fevers Typhoid, etc. 

Scarlatina had a much larger mortality than in any year since 1880, 
when it prevailed so largely in Providence city. Woonsocket con- 
tributed the larger part of the increase.

The number of deaths from diphtheria, in 1887, was 287, which was 
59 more than in 1886. 

Sex. — Of the 287 decedents, 135 were males, and 152 were females, 
or a proportion of 88 males to each 100 females. 

Parentage, — There were 101 of American, and 186 of foreign pa- 
rentage, a proportion of about 36 of American and 64 of foreign in 
each 100 decedents. 

Season, — There were 48 deaths from diphtheria in the first quarter, 
47 in the second quarter, 7? in the third quarter, and 115 in the fourth 
quarter. 

Age, — There were 181 under five years of age, and 82 between five 
and ten.

FEVER. MALARIAL. 

The increased and increasing number of deaths from malarial dis- 
eas<«, attendee! with more or less febrile disturbance constituting fever 
in a greater or less degree, seem to demand a se|>arate pn^sentation, they 
having heretofore been classed with other fevers, as fever typhoid, et al. 

The nnmber of deaths, during 1887, from diseases classed as fever 
malarial, was 85. The number in 1886 was 43, nearly one-half lets 
than in 1887. In 1885 there were 30; in 1884, 25; in 1883, 12; in 
1»82, 8. 
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Sex* — Of the 85 decedents from malarial fevers, in 1887, 50 were 
males and 35 were females, or 143 males to every 100 females. 

Pareufatje, — There were, of the 85 decedents from malaria] diseases, 
29 of American parentage, and 56 of foreign, or 193 of foreign pa- 
rentage to every 100 of American.

The number of decedents from diseases of the heart, as re|>orted in 
1887, was 406. The number is larger by 76 than that of 1886. 

Sex. — There were 205 male decedents, and 201 female decedents; a 
proportion of about 102 males to every 100 females. 

Parentage. — Of the 406 decedents from diseases of the heart, in 
1887, there were 240 of American parentage, and 166 of foreign, a 
proportion of 144 of American parentage to every 100 of foreign. 
This is in accordance with the invariable rule of the whole period of 
registration.

From 28.8 in every 1,000 deaths from all causes, in 1865, 
heart diseases have gradually increased to C4 in every 1,000, in 1887. 

PNEUMONIA. 

There were 488 decedents from pneumonia, in 1887. The number 
is 7 more than in 1886, but the percentage to whole number of deaths 
is slightly smaller. 

The proportion to whole number of deaths was 7.7 per hundred. 
In 1885 it was 8.6 in every 100; and in 1886 was 8.2 in every 100. 

Sex,— Of the 488 decedents from pneumonia, and including conges- 
tion of the lungs, 260 were males and 228 were females; or 114.2 males 
to each 100 females.

It hIiouKI 1m» stated that the noinenchiture of ilinejis^** in the noso- 
logical ari'Hn'ieiiient on the foHowing jiageH in not intended to inehide 
the names of the whole list of morbid phenomena afTecting the human 
organism, hut the namen of such only an are directly the cause of 
death, or such as ordinarily predispose to or set in motion the morbid 
processes that end in death. 

In the construction of the chussitication now adopted, use has been 
made of the results and conclusions of a committee of the Hoval Col- 
lege of Physicians of England, and from such other souri^es as were 
accessible, and from examinatiim of the olassitications in use in differ- 
ent countries in Kun>pe and America, It has l>een the design to have 
all these classiti(*ations based on observed facts and most jidvancvd 
conclusions in relation to pathological pnKvsses and morbid conditions, 
inductive, causative, progressive and ultimate. 

The statistical nosology will consist of two lists of causes of death, 

A TABULAR LIST AND SUPPLEMENTAL LIST.

Suggestions Concerning physicians* certificates of death. 

It should be the endojivor to specify the ciuises of death as definitely 
and correctly as possible. It is not unusual to find a return of death 
with the physician's certiBcate naming the cause of death ** Paraly- 
sis," ** Paraplegia," "Fits," ''Convulsions," "Dropsy," &c., which 
are merely secondary or consecutive causes, simply symptoms only, or 
results of some organic lesion or pathological derangement. Some- 
times the alleged cause is really the final cause, as in a case'of ter- 
mination of life by paralysis, but the cause given as paralysis is not 
the determining cause. Apoplexy, or some lesion of the nervous 
centres, must be the original and deternjining cause of paralysis, 
paraplegia, hemiplegia, &c., and the determining cause should be 
stated as the primary in the return or certificate. 

Convulsions are the symptoms or results of some antece- 
dent or concurrent disease. They follow meningitis and other 
structural lesions of the nervous centres: thev also occur from reflex 
derangement or disturbance of the nervous centres, as in children, 
from intestinal irritation, or from inflammation, as in gsistritis, enter- 
itis, nephritis, &c. In such cases they may be contributory to death, 
and perhaps, in rare instances, a final cause, by inducing or taking 
the lorm of tonic or tetanic spasm. Hut as contributory, or as a final 
cause, they are simply concomitant. They should find place as sec- 
ondary causes only in certificates of death. 

'^Fits" is too unmeaning a term to be used in any case. 

The word in a medical sense literally means an attack, an occurrence, 
or succession of attacks of some physical or mental disturbance, us 
"fits of sickness," **fits of melancholy," &c., and is not properly 
used as synonymous with convulsions from any cause. It would be 
just as sensible to attribute a death to an '* occurrence " or an 
'* attack " as a canse, as to ** fits," without other (jualifications. 

'* Dropsy '' and '' Ascites '' have been allowed to stand 'm 

determining causes of death because of extended use, and beciiuse of 
the obscurity with which their causes in rare instances are involved. 
We can scarcely conceive of a dropsical accumulation without antece- 
dent organic or functional disorder, deranjjement of the absorbent or 
secretory system, or depravation of the blood. They are left in the 
tabular list with not a little reluctance. Paralvsis is also left in the 
tabular list for a like reason, and with the same doubt of propriety. 

It may be suggested that it is sometimes difficult, and occasion- 
ally impossible, to ascertain positively the chief or leading cause of 
death. The physician hist in attendance may find several functional 
or structural diseases, the movbid couditious multiple and complex. 
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fin<l not only the initial «lor:ingonu»nt, but the succossion of morbid 
processes, proximate, consciintiveantl ultimate, inextricably entangled 
and lost to discovery. 

The careful diagnostician will, however, even then Ikj able to rnn- 
reive the pmhtihh' lent/ittt/ ntttsc, but. whether or not, he will be able at 

least to ascertain the most prominent and controlling lesion 
or functional derangement then existing, and which may reason- 
ably 1)6 accepteil 21s the prim^iry cauise of death. 

The preceding remark applies very pro|><*rly to cases of adventitious 
diseases which prove fatal, when occurring in individuals alremly suf- 
fering from some chronic disease* of slower progr€»s8. as when fatal 
dysentery attacks a consumptive person, or one having chronic ne- 
phritic dies from pneumonia. The acute disease occurring inde- 
))endently of the chronic disease is the chief cause of death, 
although the fatal event may have been made more sure by the 
existence of the antecedent disease, and although the antecedent 
disease would have ultimatelv caused death. 

In attributing death to scrofula, tuberculosis, tumor, cancer and 
other generic terms, as causes, the organic structure or locality 
where the disease is developed should always b<' given, otherwise 
such terms are very indefinite, and discredit the ai^quirements of the 
certifying physician. 

The objects desired in presenting the preceding nomencla- 
ture of causes of death, and the suggestions following, are to sub- 
serve the purpose of greater uniformity in the use of nosological terms, 
and to promote the accomplishment of entire detiniteness, accunicy, 
and completeness in the physicians' certificates of causes of death.

SYNOPSIS OF THE LAW OF MARRIAGE. 



CHAPTER 163. PUBLIC STATUTES. 

Sections 1, 2 and 3 show what kindred persons cannot marry, and declare 
marriages within prohibited degrees null and void. 

Section 4 makes an exception in favor of Jews, within the degrees of affinity 
or consanguinity allowed by their religion. 

Section 5 declares the marriage of persons having a husband or wife living, 
and of idiots and of lunatics, ab8o\wV.e\y ^o\^.

CIIAPTKR 107. 

OF DIVORCE. 

Skction 1. Divorces from the bond of marriage shall be decreed in case of 
any marriage originally void or voidable by law, and in case either party is for 
crime deemed to be or treated as if civilly dead, or, from absence or other cir- 
cumstances, may be presumed to ])e naturally dead. 

Skc. 2. Divorces shall be decreed for impotency. adultery, extreme cruelly, 
wilful desertion for five years of either of the parties, or for such desertion for a 
shorter period of time in the discn^tion of the court, for continued drunkenness, 
for neglect or refusal on the part of the husliand. being of sufficient nbililv. to 
provide necessaries for the sut)sistence of his wife; and for any other gross mis- 
behavior and wickedness in either of the parties, repugnant to and in violatioD 
of the marriage covenant. 

Skc. il Whenever it shall appear that the absence, adultery, cruelty, deser- 
tion or other cause of com]>laint, as jifore.said, was committed (»r occasioned by 
the collusion of the parties, and done and contrived with an intention to procure 
a divorce, in such ciise no divorce shall be decreed. 

Skc. 4. Whenever a divorce shall be had fi>r the causes of affinity, consao- 
guinity. impotency. idiocy, lunac}', or crinieof either of the parties, the wifeshall 
have restored to her all her lands, tenements and hereditaments; and a Judgment 
may be pass<.Ml for a restoration to her of all or such part of the personal estate 
.specifically, or the value thereof, which has come lo the husband's hands by virtue 
of the marriage, as the court from the circumstances of the case shall deem 
equitable.

Sec. 16. All such petitions shall be filed, heard, and tried in the county in 
which the petitioner shall reside. 

Sec. 17. The said court may, by general rule or otherwise, prescribe the notice 
to be given, within or without the state, on such petitions, and may issue such 
process as may be necessary to carry into effect all powers conferred upon them 
in relation to the same. 

Sections 18, 19 and 20 contain provisions in relation to citations to adverse 
party residing without the state, or in parts unknown. 

Sec. 21. Whenever any citation, issued under the provisions of this chapter, 
shall be served by a disinterested person, such person shall return the same, hav- 
ing made oath thereon of the place where, the time when, and the manner in 
which he shall have made service of the said citations. 

Section 22 provides for givitig and ensuring proper and sufficient notice to 
the adverse party. 

Sec. 28. The said court is empowered to regulate the custody, and provide 
for the education, maintenance and support of the children of all persons by 
them divorced or petitioning for a divorce, and of all persons to whom a separate 
maintenance may be granted, or who may petition for the same; to make such 
allowance to the wife, out of the estate of her husband, for the purpose of en- 
abling her to prosecute or defend against any such petition for divorce or separate 
maintenance, in case she has no property of her own available for such purpose, 
ns they may think reasonable and proper; and to make all necessary orders and 
decrees concerning the same, and the same ut any time to alter, amend and annul 
for sufficient cause, after notice to the parties interested therein. 

Sec. 24. The said court may authorize a married woman to whom a divorce 
from the bond of marriage is decreed to change her name, with the same rights 
and liabilities as if her name had not been changed. 

Sec 25. After the filing and during the pendency of any petition under this 
chapter, the supreme court may, as in equity, make such interlocutory decrees, 
or grant such temporary injunctions as may be necessary, until a hearing can be 
bad before the court.
